Lringing about peace between Felix Diaz 
and Hueta. He was alternately praised 
and condemneu for his part in that.

When the Ambassador was recalled 
frrm Mexice City, less than a month 
aze, fur consultation,’ as the officia: 
anrouncement went, it was predicted 
freely that he would not return. There 
r edictious were strengthened in diplo- 
matic circles by the free manner 'n 
which he publicly discussed political 
conditions in Mexico. In his confer- 
ences with President Wlison, Seretary 
Bryan and the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Wilson openely advocated at 
least a restricted recognition of the 
Huerta Government and other measures 
to which the administration was op- 
posed unalterably. When that became 
known it was certain that the accept- 
ance of his resignation was only @ mat- 
ter of time.

Mother and Child Murdered at 
Kirksville, Mo.—Bloodhounds

PIRL TELLS HOW 
FSPORTWAS SLAIN 
IN GALLATIN PARK 


Testifies Three Rocks Were 
Thrown, One Striking Her, 
Then Shot Was Fired. 


GALLATIN, Mo., Aug. 4—On the 
recommendation of the Coroner’s jury 
which inquired into the death ot f4- 
ward Donaldson, Thomas Estes is held 
bythe police as the slayer, and a date 
for his preliminary hearing will be set 
today. 

The inanest into the death of the 
young traveling salesman from Junc- 
tion City, Tll., occupied nearly all of 
Saturday. Miss Blanche  Brodbeck, 
an attractive 17-year-old girl who ac- 
companied Donaldson from her home to 
Dockery Park, recounted the details of 
the tragedy. 

She said they had stopped near the 
park entrance about 9:30 p. m. to talk 
a few minutes when a rock ‘vas thrown, 
then another which struck her on the 
shoulder, then a third and then the 
shot was fired and Donaldson exclaim- 
ed, “I am shot,” staggered a few steps 
and fell dead. The girl ran screaming 
for help. 

The position of the assassin, as de- 
scribed by Miss Brodbeck, was on 
higher ground than that of Donaldson, 
yet the physician in describing the 
wound said the ball entered between 
the eighth and ninth ribs, ranged up- 
ward and came out three inches above 
the nipple. 

The suspected man, Thomas Estes, 
on the withness stand acknowledged 
that the coat in which several rocks 
were found was his property; also that 
the .22 caliber rifle belonged to him. 
The bullet found in Donaldson's cloth- 
ing’ was a .22 short, with which size 
of ammunition Estes was plentifully 
supplied. 

It came out in the testimony that 
Harry Bills and Mr. Olcott of Lock 
Springs, while at the park in their 
automobile Tuesday night, were ac- 
costed and a shot was fired at them. 
The park is not lighted and they has- 
tened away without making an investi- 
gation. 

The Coroner’s jury brought in a 
verdict at 6 p. m. recommending that 
Estes be held for further investiga- 
tion by the grand jury.

BOY KILLED AND 


BROTHER HURT BY 
A SPEEDING AUTO 


Death of Lad Is the Sixth in a 
Street Accident in the City 
Since July 15. 


With ‘one death and three injuries in 
street accidents Sunday, added to the 
total of 73 such accidents since July 15, 
listed in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, Chief 
of Police Young declared Monday that 
new orders for the enforcement of the 
traffic law would be given to all police- 
men, in the effort to diminish the num- 
ber of casualties. 

“That list is appalling,” the Chief said. 
“In some cases the accidents were large- 
ly the fault of the lujured persons, but in 
other cases they were due to careless 
ness of others. 

“Not only the traffic squad, but every 
policeman, must help enforce the traffic 
laws. And ic 1s verv destrabie .nat cit:- 
zens learn to cross the streets only at 
crossings. To do otherwise, even when 
i: doeg not result ‘n an accident, makes 
& bad example and creates a bad habit 
which may later lead to an accident.”’ 

Four-year-old William Connelly was 
killed in front of his home, 1835 Carr 
street, Sunday afternoon by @ speeding 
automobile, and his brother, Lawrence, 
7 years old, was injured by the same ma- 
chine. 

The Connelly child, with his brother 
and his grandmother, went out Sun- 
day afternoon to sit in front of their 
home. Seeing that there was more 
shade on the other side of the street, 
little William ran over there, but when 
his brother and grandmother did not 
follow, he started back. 

Driver Is Arrested. 

He crossed the single street car track, 
and as he did so a 7-passenger touring 
car, coming rapidly from the east, was 
upon him. Neighbors say the car was 
running about 30 miles an hour, and the 
driver gave no warning sound. 

The little boy was hurled against the 
curb, striking his head, and his skull 
was crushed, killing him. 

The automobile, which until then had 
not swerved from its course, bounded 
over the low curb, ran along the side- 
walk and grazed a low stone wall. Law- 
rance Connelly, who had just seen the 
accident to his brother, stood in the 

ateway. He was struck, and was 
thrown in such a way that his ankle 
was injured. 

The machine then got back into the 
street, and a few minutes later the 
driver, Walter’ Ahlemeyer of 1617A 
Knapp street, was arrested. He was 
held for the coroner’s inquest Monday. 

Mrs. Lily Connelly, widow, is the 
mother of the boy who was killed and 
the one who was injured. 

Hit on Leaving Street Car. 

William Curd, a negro, of 350 Pine 
street, stepped fro man eastbound Olive 
car at Sixth street, and was struck by 
an automobile being driven east by 
Sarpy Noonan, 27, lawyer, 915 Central 
National Bank Building. Curd was 
bruised about the body and suffered a 
scalp wound. Noonan took Curd to the 
central dispensary, where he was 
treated. 

The accident occurred at 5:45 -p. m. 
Sunday. The police say Jack A. Jeff- 
ries, 44244 McPherson avenue, William 
S. Hull, 5364 Bartmer avenue, and Mar- 
raner Torre, 3820 Olive street, were in 
the auto with Noonan. It is also 
charged that Noonan sent his auto past 
the car while the car was stopped. Noon- 
an was arrested. He gave bond to an- 
swer a charge of careless driving. 

Morris Goldsworth was struck Sun- 
day night in the street nearly in front 
of his home by an automobile driven 
by August Lucks of 7800 North Broad- 
way. The boy’s right leg was broken. 
Witnesses say the boy, with others, 
had been “hopping’’ Cherokee line cars. 
Lucks, who was accompanied by his 
wife and two children, was taken to 2 
police station, but was released. ,

from parcels of 11 pounds of less.

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20-POUND LIMIT 
ON PARCEL POST 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Further to 
popularize the parcel post system, Post- 
master-General Burleson today  an- 
nounced that after Aug. 15 the weight 
limit on packages would be placed at 20 
pounds (it now is 11 pounds), and that 
a sharp reduction in charges for trans- 
portation would be-made. He announced 
also that on the same date the “banking 
by mall” feature would be introduced 
into the postal savings system. 

The reduction in charges for local de- 
livery is from the present rate of 5 cents 
for the first pound and 1 cent for each 
additional pound, to 5 cénts for the first 
pound and 1 cent for each additional two 
pounds or fraction thereof. 

For delivery in the first gone, the rate 
will be reduced from 5 cents for the 
first and 3 cents for each additional 
pound to 6 cents and 1 cent; for the sec- 
ond zone the rate will be cut. from 6 
cents and 4 cents to 5 cents and 1 cent 
for for each additional pound. 

The change in the postal saving sys- 
tem will enable would-be depositors in 
remote districts to avail themselves of 
the benefits of the system.

Only a short time had elapsed, accord- 
ing to the negro, when he heard a muf- 
fled scream. A few minutes later he 
was summoned by Frank, the latter, ac- 
cording to the negro’s testimony, ap- 
parently being greatly excited. 

Conley testified that the factory su- 
perintendent’s face was crimson, his 
body and legs were trembling, and that 
he clutched a cord with both hands.

‘The order was the result of a broad 
investigation of express rates begun 
‘over @ year ago. It forces direct and 
‘close competition between the express 
companies and the Federal parcel post. 

For two years the new rates are to be 

“experimental,”” the commission de- 
Clared. Unless too great a loss of reve- 
Mue results to the express companies 
they will become’ permanent. 
; Companies Estimate Loss. 
* The companies originally alleged that 
the new rates would reduce their reve- 
mues 3 per cent. Later they said the 
loss would be 15.33 per cent. Despite 
this opposition, the commission orders 
the two-year trial. 

The most important change prescribed 
by the order is by way of modification 

= of the present graduated scale of parcel 
i, _ tates. One hundred-pound rates for 
~~ short distances either have been left un- 
changed or slightly reduced; for longer 
‘distances they have been lowered; for 
5€ pounds or less all rates practically 
have been reduced.

Commission to revise express avenues 
of transportation and eliminate cir- 
cuitous and befuddled routes also is 
organized by today’s order. 

That the express rates shall not be 
higher in one direction than in an- 
other for carrying parcels between any 
two points is ordered. Even if two or 
more carriers participate in such cer- 
vice, the commission declares the rates 
shall be uniform. 

Affirms Lane’s Findings. 
The report and order of the commis- 


} sion prepared by Commission John H. 


Marble, are a virtual affirmation of the 
findings of former Commissioner Frank- 
lin K, Lane, now Secretary of the In- 
terior. 
By prescribing a so-called block sys- 
tem, dividing the United States into 950 
blocks, averaging %00 square miles as 
originally proposed by Lane, 900,000,000 
different rates now publisned by the ex- 
press companies, will be reduced to less 
than 650,000, and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission believes that the sys- 
tem points the way to a solution of 
the existing maze of freight rates. 
The general impression in official 
quarters is that the express companies 
will attempt to test by legal means the 
constitutionality of the commission’s or- 
der. 
The requirement of the order of June 
8 1912, that a label shall be attached to 
each parcel is modified to the extent that 
in case of shipments of perishable prop- 
erty, consisting of two d& more pack- 
ages, the label need be attached to only 
one package. 

Double Loss in Receipts. 
The express companies had filed state- 
ments indicating that the losses of reve- 
nue under the proopsed rates would be 
intolerable and argued strenuously that 
the establishment of the parcel post 
had deprived them of quite 30 per cent 
of the revenue they formerly received 
from parcels of 11 pounds of less. 
. They contended that the express busi- 


ness could not survive the losses from 
‘both sources. 


The express companies give away 


2,000,000 worth of free service every year 
through “franks,” the commission as- 


serts. 


20-POUND LIMIT 
ON PARCEL POST 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Further to 
popularize the parcel post system, Post- 
master-General Burleson today  an- 


nounced that after Aug. 15 the weight 


limit on packages would be placed at 20 


pounds (it now is 11 pounds), and that 
a sharp reduction in chargés for trans- 


portation would be-made. He announced 
also that on the same date the “banking 
by mall’ feature would be introduced 
into the postal savings system. 

The reduction in charges for local de- 
livery is from the present rate of 6 cents 
for the first pound and 1 cent for each 
additional pound, to 5 cénts for the first 
pound and 1 cent for each additional two 
pounds or fraction thereof. 

For delivery in the first zone, the rate 
will be reduced from 5 cents for the 
first and 3 cents for each additional 
pound to § cents and 1 cent; for the sec- 
ond zone the rate will be cut. from 6 
eents and 4 cents to 5 cents and 1 cent 
for for each additional pound. 

The change in the postal saving sys- 
tem will enable would-be depositors in 
remote districts to avail themselves of 
the benefits of the system.

ATLANTA, "Ga, Aug. 4.—James Con- 


ley, @ negro, today testified that he 
helped Leo M. Frank, charged with the 


murder of 14-year-old Mary Phagan, dis- 
pose of the girl’s body after she had 
been killed by Frank. 

Led to the witness stand by Chief of 
Police Beavers and Chief of Detectives 
Lanford, Conley declared that, on sev- 
eral occasions, he stood on guard for 
Frank when the latter was closeted in 
his office in a local factory with women. 

Frank, according to the negro’s testi- 
mony, was accustomed to stamp on the 
floor when he desired Conley to keep 
watch. The negro testified Mary Pha- 
gan went to Frank’s office about noon 
on the day of her disappearance. Short- 
ly thereafter, he _ testified, Frank 
stamped on the floor, and the negro took 
his accustomed post. 

Only a short time had elapsed, accord- 
ing to the negro, when he heard a muf- 
fled scream. A few minutes later he 
was summoned by Frank, the latter, ac- 
cording to the negro’s testimony, ap- 
parently being greatly excited. 

Conley testified that the factory su- 
perintendent’s face was crimson, his 
body and legs were trembling, and that 
he clutched a cord with both hands. 

She resisted me,’”’ Frank exclaimed, ac- 
cording to Conley. ‘‘You know I’m not 
like other men. I hit her too hard.” 

The negro described to the Court two 
incidents which led him to the conclu- 
sion that Frank was a degenerate. * 

Conley then told of going at Frank’s 
direction to the machine room, where he 
found the body of Mary Phagan.

A Woman Condemns Woman Suffrage. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Women will be given the chance to vote ifn all 
the states, probably, before the reaction begina 
Then, will come a time when women will ask to 
be disenfranchised, after which laws will be 
passed empowering women, each to choose a rep- 
resentative to vote for her, as he thinks she should 
yote. Thus, women’s votes will pass directly 
into the power of men. A few independent and 
unusual women will, of eourse, always be with 
us and will never transfer their privileges to any 
man. But the state can never give women pro- 
tection that men are not willing that she should 
have. Men are becoming kinder, they are evolv- 
ing and now realize that the natural weaknesses 
of women should be better understood and that 
women should have better and more intelligent 
care. ‘As individuals and through the state, men 
are now treating women as if women were the 
weaker sex. A few foolish women imagine that 
they are liberating their sex, when they are but 
hindering and complicating matters. The freeing 
of women is a man’s idea. No great writings or 
deeds of women are there to show that they con- 
ceived of or instigated these: new movements, 

Women are in the power of men as much es 
they ever have been and they can never hope to 


escape, any more than children can hope to ¢s- 


cape from the control of adults. The inferior men- 
tally and physically must and always do bow to 
the will of the stronger. If the suffragists could 
have thelr way, frlly, they would but force men 
to give women a nominal aid through duty in- 
stead of a real aid through love. A woman can 
help women in general, only by influencing her 
scns to have regard and pity for women. Visit an 
English home and, by contrasting the atmosptere 
there with that of an American home, anyone 
can easily find the origin of the Englishman's 
contempt and indifference for women. The En- 
glish mother, wholly, is to blame that Englishmen 
are now loath to grant women the right of suf- 
frage. 

I am told that no one can make me work more 
than a certain amount of hours per week, but 
that gives me no hope, I see in my mind a lean, 
cold-souled fellow who will ask me if I work 
more than the legal number of hours, I may tell 
him “No,” but that I am half killed by the strenu- 
osity of it. Then he will reply sarcastically, ‘My 
question was, Woman, are you worked longer 
than the legal number of hours,” 

Individually men have been very good to women 
anf they are becoming so collectively. Women 
can gain nothing except through the will of men, 
much as they may imagine they are doing through 
their votes. Women’s only hope lies in this, that 
they can woo men from vice and a fear of accept- 
ing responsibilities. 

A woman's duty is to be beautiful and to know 
how to be obedient. She is destined only as the 
helpmate of man. She has no other happy fu- 
ture. 

I once was an ardent suffragist, but, now, I see 
that there is absolutely nothing in it.

$21,000—-would not name a price for 
her, nor race nor exhibit her. 
could easily have earned $100,000. 
Other famous American horses, with 
prices, are Rarus, $36,000: Pocahontas, 
$38,000; Dexter, $35,000; Smuggler, 
$40,000. It was a record in England /a 
when Blair Athol was sold at auction 
in 1864 for $60,000, Hermis and Ham- 
burg sold for $60,000 each; St. Blaise 
for $100,000, Ormond and Rocksand 
for $150,000 each, 

Prince Palatine may win his price 
for his new owner yet. Often, though, 
famous horses have changed hands 
at fancy prices after their best days 
were over. Pride plays its part in such 
purchases, and sometimes in sales, 
as when Mr. Vanderbilt sold Maud 8 
to Mr. Bonner because when he drove 
her men said, “There goes Maud 8” 
and not “There goes Vanderbilt.”

CIRCUIT IS SURE 
10 BE EXTENDED

President of the Terriers Ap- 
pointed on Committee to Look 
Into Applications.

President E. A. Steininger of the St. 
Louls federal League club has re- 
turned from Indianapolis, where the 
magnates discussed the plans for ex- 
panding the circuit next season. Mr. 


Steininger, with Messrs. Gilmore of Chi- 
cago and Zimmerman of Cleveland, was 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the Eastern cities, which want admis- 
sion to the league. 

“The meeting was called principally 
to permit Horace Fogel, the former 
Philadelphia baseball magnate, to ex- 
plain that he had lined up Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York for the 
Federal League circuit, next season,” 
said President Steininger. “‘He was told, 
however, that the Federal League is 
in the field to play ball, and that un- 
less the cities mean business, that no 
room will be found for them, 

“A committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate the prospective new members. 
Fogel returned East to report. on his 
meeting with the Federal League of- 
ficers. If he makes a favorable reply 
to us, we will go East to look into the 
situation. 


League in Good Shape 

“The reports of the different com- 
mittees showed that the Federal League 
is in better condition right now than 
it ever was. The season will be con- 
tinued with the present teams, no ¢x- 
pansion being made this year. 

“We intend to expand. Whether our 
league will be an eight-club or 10-club 
affair next season, however, hasn't 
been determined. It will depend a good 
deal on what our committee learns on 
its tour of investigation.” 

Mr. Steininger said that the Tele- 
graph Committee, which was appoint- 
ed to learn if the Western Union in- 
tended carrying the Federal League 
scores, was unable to get any definite 
information from Mr. Spain, the loca! 
manager. The Federal League magnates 
will put the matter up to the principal 
officials of the telegraph company. 
They intend to insist that the Western 
Union carry the Federal League scores. 


Powers Let Down Hasy. 

Following the meeting in Indianapolis, it 
was announced that President John T. Pow- 
ers was to have a vacation until the third 
Saturday in September, on which date the 
annual meeting of the league will be held. 
Originally scheduled for Dec. 2, the meeting 
was advanced to September to enable the 
applicants to be heard. By the September 
meeting, President Steininger says, the Fed- 
eral League hopes to name its 1914 circuit. 

It was announced that Powers was to: be 
granted the vacation because of his hard 
work in connection with the league. Inside 
information hae it that Powers will not be 
connected with the league next season. Who 
his successor will be has not been hinted, 
but during his absence Mr. Gilmore. the Chi- 
cago magnate, assisted by Lioyd H. Rickart 
of St. Louls, secretary of the league, will 
conduct the league’s business. 

According to Mr. Steininges, the local club 
is satisfied with the work of Manager Jack 
O’Connor, and is not planning any change.

Figures for Lambert Administra. 
tion to Be Cited in Action 
Against E. F. Gerold.

Figures showing that the city of East 
St. Louis ran behind in its finances to 
the extent of $250,409.69 during the Lam- 
bert administration will be cited In suits 
to be filed by Corporation Counsel Bax- 
ter against former Treasurer E. Fred 
Gerold. 

Comptroller Rodenberger told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday of the deci- 
sion to file two suits against Gerofd. 

The first suit, he said, will be for 
$31,414.77, representing amounts which 
it is charged that Gerold, as City Treas- 
urer, diverted from certain special funds 
and applied to routine city expenses. 
Gerold, it is stated, admits that this 
was done.e It is not charged that any 
of the money was diverted from the 
city’s use. 

Amount of Second Suit. 

The second suit will be for some sum, 
not definitely known to Rodenberger, 
which, it will be charged, Gerold took 
az salary in excess of the $1500 a year 
allowed by law. The law provides that 
City Treasurers shal] receive 2 per cent 
of the revenug, up to $1500, byt other 
City Treasurers, it is said, have con- 
tinued to take out the 2 per cent after 
passing the $1500 salary limit, and Gerold 
is said to have done the same, The suit 
will be for the difference between the 
pay collected by Gerold and $3000, his 
legal salary for the two years. 

The Post-Dispatch last spring exposed 
these irregularities and called on the 
incoming administration to take action 
in regard to them. 

Holds Gerold Is Liable. 

Rodenberger holds that Gerold and his 
bondsmen are Habie to the city for the 
money belonging to a special fund and 
applied to general municipal purposes, 
as much as if the money had been di- 
verted from the cjty’s use altogether. 
The corporation counsel has rendered 
an opinion to the effect that special 
funds constitute a -.trust, which the 
treasurer must not abuse by putting the 
money into other uses, 

The Chamberlain. administration has 
been trying to straighten this tangle in 
funds by turning general revenue into 
the special funds. Thus far it has paid 
back $6907.13. 

Figures cited by the corporation coun- 
gel, for the two years when Charles 
Lambert was Mayor and Gerold Treas- 
urer, show that the receipts were $1,106,- 
957.93, and the disbursements $1,357,367.62. 
This leaves a deficit for the two years 
of $250,409.69.
